One shock of 2,800 volts went 
through his body at 0:12 a. iii., 
and at 6:10 Mays was pronounced* 
dead. 
The 
murder 
of 
Mrs. 
Lindsay, 
which came on August 30, 1019, 
and the subsequent arrest of Mays, 
resulted in a mob partially wrecking 
the jail at Knoxville and the calling 
out of state troops. Many casual­ 
ties resulted. 
Mrs. Lindsay was shot to death 
when she resisted a negro who e n ­ 
tered her home at midnight. Her 
cousin, Mrs. Ray Parsons, was at 
the home at ^he 
time, 
and 
her 
description of the marauder to the 
police resulted in Mays* arrest. 
Mays maintained innocence to the 
last, and ascribed his conviction “to 
politics.” He was baptized into the 
African Methodist church shortly be­ 
fore the electrocution.

under similar conditions since Mrs. 
Lindsay’s murder, and several were 
slain when they resisted.

Phy­ 
sicians examined her body and said 
she had been criminally assaulted. 
Sabo was found by a posse in the 
bottom of an abandoned mine where 
he had sought safety. He had been 
injured when he jumped in the pit, 
He was taken to the state peni­ 
tentiary September 20, 1921, for 
safe keeping, and on Decenter 4 
was returned to Coalgate for trial. 
His conviction came on December 
16, after a three-day trial, and he 
was sentenced to death, Judge J. 
H. Linebaugh passing sentence. The 
jury that convicted him was on/ 
twenty-five minutes. 
Shortly before the jury reported 
Sabo attempted to escape by jump­ 
ing from a second story window. 
His break was frustrated by Adam 
Zingo, a defendant in a liquor case, 
who was awaiting arraignment. Since 
being admitted to the penitentiary 
Sabo has maintained a submissive 
manner and has had nothing to 
say, according to prison officials. 
Sabo is a native of Hungary, having 
come to this country about fifteen 
years ago. 
Sabo’s electrocution will be the 
thirteenth at the Oklahoma peniten­ 
tiary. Eight of those put to death 
in the chair were negroes, three 
w’hites and one an Indian.

CHICAGO. Mar. la.—Two thirds 
of the automobile's stolen here are 
taken Iniweeu 7:30 and midnight, 
and by far the greatest number at 
IO o'clock whilt* their owners are at 
theaters and other places of amuse- 
inrni, accordinir to the committee on 
motor car thefs of the Chicago Crime 
Commission. 
Three 
hundred 
and 
twenty-three persons were tried here 
in connection with motor car thefts 
between January I and August 15, 
1 9 2 1 . 
Other observations of the com­ 
mittee follow: 
A tin rf has been known to walk 
into a large public garage at night 
and cover the watchman and other

away with the car of his choice. The 
thief usually prefers to hold up a 
man about to put his automobile in 
a parag', rather than *o break into 
a garage after the car is locked up. 
By far the greater number of 
stolen automobiles were taken not 
liecause of the intrinsic value, but to 
b? used in various forms of law­ 
breaking.

AMERICAN REVOLUTION OPENED 5 
YEARS BEFORE 1776, BELIEF NOW 


GUILFORD COURT HOUSE. N. 
C., Mar. 13.— Most Americans think 
the revolution began at Lexington 
and ended at Yorktown. 
Close students of history, however, 
know 
that the North Carolinans 
had begun taking up arms in 1771 
soon 
after * the 
Mecklenbtrg De­ 
claration of Independence. The battle 
of Guilford Court House, which im­ 
mediately preceded the retreat of 
Conwallis to the surrender at York­ 
town, has been acclaimed by many 
as the battle that won the revolu­ 
tionary war. Described in the Brit­ 
ish parliament a “victory” it drew 
from John Fox the rejoinder that 
“another such victory would mean 
the destruction of British forces in 
America.” 
The one hundred and forty-first 
anniversary of the battle of Guil­ 
ford Court House will be celebrated 
here on March 15, with the placing 
of the celebrated 
Battle Ground 
Oak in the Hall of Fame for Trees 
established by the American Forest­ 
ry association. It was the tree to 
which General Nathaniel Greene tied 
his horse during 
that celebrated 
engagement, and the majestic oak, 
known to be more than two hundred 
years old now has a spread of more 
than a hundred feet and is twenty- 
one feet around at the base. 
Four miles away is the New Gar­ 
den oak in a cemetery where stood 
an old Quaker meeting house where 
the wounded from the battle were 
cared for. In the shade of the New 
Garden Oak lies buried the grand­ 
father of Uncle Joe Cannon. This 
celebrated tree is also to take its 
place in the hall of fame on the 
same day. 
Nominations for the Battle Oak 
in the hall of fame were made by 
Mrs. Dorian H. Blair of the Daugh­ 
ters of jhe American Revolution of 
Greensboro, N. C.; Prof. Mark C. 
Mills of Guilford College and Paui 
C. Lindley of Pomona, N. C., Prof­ 
essor Mills also nominated the New 
Garden Oak. 
At the Battle of Guilford Court 


House Cornwallis had three horses 
shot 
from 
under 
him. 
General 
Greene, for whom Greensboro is 
named, was in command of the 
American forces which consisted of 
Huger’s Brigade of Virginia, Wil­ 
liam’s Maryland and Delayare bri­ 
gade, Continental Regulars, North 
Carolina 
Militia, Virginia 
Militia, 
“Light Horse” Harry Lee’s Legion, 
Col. William Washington’s Dragoons, 
Lee’s Dragoons and Cavalry. 
Historic Elm Preserved. 
Cornwallis retreated into Virginia 
and surrendered at Yorktown the 
following 
October. 
The 
Lafayette 
Elm planted in front of the York­ 
town headquarters when Lafayette 
visited this country in 1824 is also 
in the Hall of Fame. The Guilford 
battlefield is now owned by the na­ 
tion after an association headed by 
Judge David Schenck in 1887 started 
plans for preserving the site. 
Another nomination given a place 
of honor is the Kentucky Coffee 
tree in front of the Ver Planck 
mansion 
at 
Kish-kill-on-Hudson 
nominated by Cora June Sheppard 
of Shiloh, N. J. The tree was plan­ 
ted in 1804 on property acquired 
by the Ver Planck family during 
the reign of James II, King of 
England, in 1683. The property has 
remained with this family ever since. 
Baron Steuben occupied the mansion 
during the Revolution and under this i 
tree the first meeting of the Society 
of the Cincinnati was held. The tree 
is a magnificant specimen with two 
trunks 75 feet high. 
A tree “adopted’’ by the Boy 
Scouts at Elizabethtown, Pa., is also 
given a place in the Hall of Fame. 
The tree is a prone juniper, 80 
years old and forty eight feet in 
diameter. 
The 
limbs 
lie 
on 
the 
ground and do not take root. The 
nomination was made by George B- 
Orlady, presiding judge of the Sup­ 
erior Court of Pennsylvania. 
The 
tree is at the Masonic Horne and 
the Boy Scouts have built 
fence 
around the remarkable specimen to 
protect it.

a meeting of the A nti-Slavey Abor­ 
igines Protection Society here. 
St. Lo© Stracliey, editor of the 
Spectator, wrote that if the facts 
wer*| as represented, the state of 
affairs in Hong Kong represented 
the vilest form of slavery in exist­ 
ence when young people were delib­ 
erately sold and subjected to the 
cruel lust and greed of their pur­ 
chasers.

March 
15— A 
tribunal of honor which has just 
decided not ta allow Mario Garcia 
Menacol to fight a duol with Carlos 
Manuel de Cespedes put itself on 
record as opposed to the idea that 
a public functionary could be held 
personally to account for his offi­ 
cial acts. Tho tribunal ruled that 
thqjre was no grounds for a duel. 
Senor Cespedes, who has chall­ 
enged General Menacol, is the son 
of a noted Cuban patriot. 
The tribunal was composed of 
representatives of Mr. Cespedes and 
General Menacol and include a con­ 
gressman, 
a senator and 
Major 
Armando Andre, Captain of the port 
of Havana 
and - an authority 
on 
duelling. The incident has just come 
to light through the publication of 
letters exchanged between the prin­ 
cipals and the seconds. 
On Feb. 12, shortly after the for­ 
mer president s return from a visit 
to Europe and the United States, 
he receiv e a challenge from Mr. 
Cespedes based on the assumption 
that the letter had been affronted 
personally by tty* then president’s 
refusal four years ago to permit 
him to leave the prison, where he 
was confined, 
to visit his 
dying 
father. At that time Mr. Cespedfjs 
was held for having taken up arms 
against the Menocal administration. 
Cespedes asserted that the presi­ 
dent may hav*i had the right to im­ 
prison him, evon to shoot him, but 
did not have the right to embitter 
the last hours of his father. For this 
reason, Cespedes stated he availed 
himself of ths first opportunity he 
had had since* General Menocal re- 
Hquished the office of president to 
call upon him for satisfaction. 
At the meeting of the tribunal of 
honor, it was decided 
that 
thqre 
were no grounds for a duel since 
General iMenocal could not be ex­ 
pected to appreciate fully the value 
of information he received regard­ 
ing Cespedes during 
the 
difficult 
times of the revolution and while 
he was burdenel with exacting af­ 
fairs of state. 


Some years ago I saw an interest­ 
ing experiment tried on the outskirts 
of Ada by the cement company.

DOCTOR HELD FOR 
ADULTERY TRIAL 
BY HIGHER COURT 


Dr. C. C. Standridge, Steedman, 
was bound over to the district court 
this afternoon by Justice of the 
Peace H. J. Brown under $1,000 
on a charge of adultery. The de­ 
fendant made bail promptly.

There Is No “Best Breed.” 
W hat is thai best bred of chick­ 
ens? 
That question frequently is asked 
by persons who are thinking of tak­ 
ing a plunge in the poultry busi­ 
ness. 
But there is no “best breed,” ac­ 
cording to Harry Embleton, profes­ 
sor of poultry Husbandry at Okla­ 
homa Agricultural and Mechanical 
College. 
“You can find good and poor lay­ 
ers, large and small birds in every 
ireed,” Embleton explains. “It is 
the strain more than the brqed that 
is really the more important thing 
td consider.” 
There are three recognized gen­ 
eral classes oJ poultry,’ Embleton 
says, “the small birds or the so­ 
called egg producing class, the me­ 
dium sized bird or the so-called dual 
purpose class, and the extremely 
large or the meat class. There is 
no great distinction between the 
egg class or the dual so far as the 
egg production is 
concerned 
for 
many of the medium meat breeds 
are good layers, and in the small 
sized birds which are considered for 
egg laying only, there 
are 
often 
timqp found individuals 
that 
will 
weigh from five to five and one-halt 
pounds and these will make a fairly 
good meat bird. 
“Now* in regard to a good breed 
would like to have. I have first to 
suggest that you decide upon whe­ 
ther you want eggs primarily or 
whether you want general purpose 
breeds. When you have made this 
decision pick out the breed which 
you like best 'because this is the 
breed with which you will get the 
best results. After you have pickerel 
the breed that you like best buy 
your stock or eggs from a breeder 
which you know has bred for the 
things that you desire. This may 
be egg production or it may be 
show purposes or it may be combi-
